Crown Point, Ind., June 18.—First 
honors in the opening “Western Van- 
derbilt’”. automobile races today went 
to Joseph Matson, who piloted a Chal- 
mers-Detroit “Blue Bird” to a bDril- 
liant victory over fifteen rivals. The 
race was for light cars only, and while 
of great importance in itself, was gen- 
erally considered as preliminary to the 
race of the big cars for the Cobe cup 
over the same course tomorrow. 

Perfect weather and the absence of 
any save the most trivial injuries to 
drivers were fortunate circumstances 
attending the winning of the Indiana 
trophy by Matson. The field numbered 
sixteen cars at the start, the Ford and 
Renault having withdrawn. 


How They Finished. 


The leading trio finished as follows: 
Chalmers-Detroit (Matson), 4.31:21: Lo- 
comobile (Robertson), 4.39:03; Marion 
(Monsen), 4.42:03. 

The time of the other cars was not 
taken, as they were flagged off the 
course after the first three had fin- 
ished. 

Burman, in a Buick, led at the end 
of the first lap, covering the distance 
in 23:41—the fastest lap of the race. 
Burman also led at the end of the sec- 
ond lap at 49:46. Knipper, in a Chal- 
mers-Detroit, led at the end of the 
fourth lap in 1.46:27—two seconds fast- 
er than Matson’s time. 

When it became apparent as the 
initial race in the two days’ contest 
drew to a finish that the victory lay 
between Matson, Robertson and Mon- 
sen, the affair increased in dramatic 
intensity. As each of the leading can- 
didates was descried on the hilltop to 
the south, where the oil-stained road, 
fringed by two gray streaks of lighter 
earth at the side seemed to meet the 
horizon, the cheers of the spectators 
began. 


Strang Put Out. 

The second lap brought about the 
downfall of Louis Strang, who was un- 
doubtedly the favorite driver, because 
of his previous successes in other 
parts of the country. He covered the 
first lap in :24 8-5, but half way round 
on the second he was put out of the 
contest by the sudden necessity of 
using his brake, when he found he had 
not room to go round the car ahead of 
him. He applied the brake so sudden- 
ly that his transmission gear was 
stripped from the rear axle. The fourth 
lap saw Chevrolet, the lone Buick 
driver, but ill-fortune appeared to fol- 
low the Buick entries, for he, too, was 
forced out of the race by an accident 
shortly after leaving the grandstand. 
His apparatus went wrong and after 
vainly endeavoring to rectify it, he 
left the course. 

Interest in Last Lap. 

The interest in the last lap centered 
in the race for second place between 
Robertson in his Locumobile and Mon- 
sen, at the wheel of a Marion. Inter- 
est Was. augmented by the danger, 
never absent in an automobile contest, 
of the breaking of the machinery, 
which would have put Matson out of 
his well-earned place and given first 
honor to either Robertson or Monsen. 
Robertson drove with expertenced 


In the early stages he was never bet- 
ter than fifth, but after the half-way 
mark was reached he moved up to 
third place and he snatched second 
place from Monsen in a terrific battle 
on the last lap. 
Big Race Today. 

Tomorrow's race will, it is said, be 
the most severe test of machines and 
drivers in the history of stock car 
racing in America. Twelve cars—two 
Locomobiles, two Appersons, three 
Buicks, two Stoddard-Daytons, two 
Knoxes and a Fiat—are entered. The 
cars are of 40 or 45-horse power. The 
race is at 18 laps——395.59 miles, or 
nearly 100 miles longer than the Van- 
derbilt cup course on Long Island.

Magazine Writer Admits Signa- 


ture Presented to Court’ Is 


Forgery—He Never Saw It 
Until Trial Commenced. 


New York, June 18.—The authen- 


ticity of two words on a slip of paper 
in a glass case—Grover Cleveland— 
about which the trial of Broughton 
Brandenburg, the magazine wvpiter, 
charged with grand larceny for the 
sale to The New York Times of an 
article purporting to have been writ- 
ten by Mr. Cleveland, has largely cen- 
tered so far, lost something of its im- 
portance today when Brandenburg’s 
counsel announced that his client 
would admit that the signature was a 
forgery, and not that of the former 
president of the United States. 

This rather surprising turn in the 
case occurred after Richard Watson 
Gilder, th® veteran magazine editor, 
had declared emphatically on the stand 
that the signature shown him was not 
that of his old friend, Grover Cleve- 
land. At this point Brandenbuig,’s 
lgwyer interposed a statement. 

“We do not contend,” he said, “that 
the signature in the glass case is gen- 
uine. After Mr. Gilder and Mrs. 
Cleveland have said it wg@s not: we 


j} would not possibly presume to say it 


was.” 

As if approving the attitude taken 
by his counsel, Brandenburg said, “We 
intend to show that the forged signa- 
ture was substituted for the real one. 
I never saw this signature till the 
trial commenced.” 

The prosecution rested its case to- 
day and after the opening for the de- 
fense Brandenburg was on the stand 
for a short while.

On Marriage Licenses 

Editor Constitution: It is to be hoped 
that the legislature this summer will 
pass a new law relating to the grant- 
ing of marriage licenses. The divorce 
evil is a result, the cause lies deeper. 
Just in proportion as the means of get- 
ting married is made easy, the means 
of shaking off the marital obligations 
will also of necessity be easy. 

It would help if the form of the li- 
cense could be changed. At present all 
that the minister performing the cere- 
mony has to guide himisthe ordinary 8 
license, which is easily obtained. No 
license should be issued in a county 
where neither the man nor the woman 
to be married lives. 

Let the license have on the face of 
a list of questions to be answered 
married. And these

cover the following points: 

1. Name of groom; 2. Age of groom 
(if not of age, parent’s or guardian's 
consent should be given in writing); 3. 
place of birth; 4. place of residence;

7. occupation of groom; 8. ever mar- 
ried before: 9. if divorced: a, date of 
decree, b. where granted, c. grounds; 
10. name of bride; tt. age of bride (if 
not of age, parent’s or guardian’s con- 
sent should be given in writing); (2. 
place of birth; 13. place of residence, 
14. name of bride’s father; 15. name of 
bride’s mother bé@fore her marriage, 
16. were you ever married before? 
17. if divorced; a, date of decree, Db, 
where granted, c, grounds. 

These questions should be answered 
before the ordinary upon the oath 
of the one to whom the license Is 
granted. The list of questions an- 
swered before the officiating minister ,; 
should be signed by both the man and 
the woman. These should be Kept by 
the minister for his guldance and pro- 
tection. 

Attached to the license should be 
two certificates to be filled out by 
the minister, one to be returned to 
the ordinary’s office, the other to be 
given to the married couple. 

It ought also to be required that a 
marriage license should be issued at 
least two days before the marriage is 
performed, and every minister before 
being authorized to perform the cere- 
mony should have his credentials filed 
with the ordinary ‘of the county in 
which the marriage takes place. 

It seems to me that some auch 
changes would work for the good of 
the state, the happiness of the home,

C., to Greenville, S. C., 24! miles, the 
rate is 201-4 cents; to Spartanburg, 
223 miles, 19 I-2 cents; from Charles- 
ton. S. C., to Asheville, N. C., 293 mlies, 
the rate is 24 cents, and to Raleigh, N. 
C., 257 miles, the rate ts 23 cents per 
hundred pounds. 

“Take Florida. The rate from Jack. 
sonvillé, Fla., to Tallahassee, Fla.. 165 
miles, the rate is 24 2-3 cents: to Punta 
Gorda, Fla., 283 miles, rate 34 cents: 
to Dade City, Fla., 205 miles, rate 
242-3 cents; Bartow, Fla., 210 miles, 
the rate is 271-2 cents per hundred 
pounds, 

Take Alabama: The rate from Mobile, 
Ala., to Anniston, Ala., 296 miles, is 23 
cents; to Childersburg, Ala., 252 miles. 

23 
cents; Sylacauga, Ala., 262 miles, 28 
cents; Tallodega, Ala., 272 miles, 23 
cents per hundred pounds. 
| Take points reached through the port 
of New Orleans, La.: From New Or- 
leans, La., to Columbus, Miss., 294 
‘miles, rate 28 cents; West Point.

Cites Case of New York. 


“If the Georgia railroad commission 
in view of these rates from various 
seaports to inland cities, could arbitra- 
rily put in a rate of 13 cents per hun- 
dred pounds to Atlanta, a situation 
would be created, the like of which 
the state of New York is spending over 
$100,000,000 to establishly, namely, low 
rates to and from the port of New 
York. Thus if the New York commis- 
sion has power to make reductions in 
intrastate rates for the purpose of 
controlling interstate rates, then the 
expenditure of this ehormous sum of 
money could all have been ‘saved by 
an appeal to the railroad commission 
of New York. If the Georgia railroad 
commission could create this highly 
discriminatory and. preferential] situa- 
tion for Atlanta, by the reduction of 
the rates from Savannah to Atlanta to 
the low level of 13 cents pér hundred 
pounds, and could restrain’ the commis- 
sions in other states from taking like 
action, or could restrain any competi- 
tors with Atlanta in other states from

“The petitioner in this case 
does not ask that the less than pwd 
load rates from Savanheh to Atlanta 
shall be reduced by silence as to that 
subject, but distinctly avows that it is 
his desire that the less than carload 
rates shall not be reduced.

The advantage which 
the larger shipper in Atlanta” would 
hold over the small! shipper, fiot only 
in Atlanta, but in a very large terri- 
tery in the state of Georgia, is too 
Plain to need explanation. To leave 
the less than carload rates out of Sa- 
vannah as they are and to increase 
the carload minimum to 40,000 pounds 
would work an unjust discrimination 
against over 1,000 towns in the state 
of Georgia, all for the benefit of At- 
lanta hardware merchants and would 
be just that kind of unjust discrimi- 
nation which it is the purpose of the 
law to prevent. 


Savannah’s Position Correct. 


“Tt is not surprising, in view of these 
facts, that the chamber of commerce 
of Savannah should be sharply repri- 
manded by the hardware merchants 
of Atlanta for interfering in this mat- 
ter. The position of Savannah is cor- 
rect. If the reduction asked for by 
Atlanta is made it should be made cor- 
respondingiy to every other point in 
the state of Georgia, but when such 
enormous an inroad is to be made into 
the revenue of the railroads, they cer- 
tainly must havé an opportunity to be 
heard, and in the present case they have 
not been asked or called upon to make 
a showing except as to Atlanta. 


Rates on Special Iron. 


“Now, as to the Atlanta Steel Com- 
pany: The rates from Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah on special iron Were construct- 
ed under the following conditions: The 
rate from Pittsburg, Pa., the great 
iron center of America, to Savannah, 
7a., has, for many , years, been 22 
cents per hundred pounds. Louisville, 
Ky., also on the Ohio river, but not so 
close to Baltimore, wanted the  priv- 
ilege of selling in the direction of Sa- 
vannah, but Louisville could not be put 
upon the same basis as Pittsburg, 
hence # rate of 28 cents per hundred 
pounds was made from Louisville to 
Savannah. To scale down these rates 
SO as to give them the proper relation, 
the rate from Louisville to Savannah 
was made 22 cents; the rate from 
Nashville to Savannah was made 22 
cents; the rate from Chattanooga to 
Savannah was made 16 cents, and the 
rate from Atlanta to Savannah was 
made 13 cents per hundred pounds.

If this were 
done, not a single citizen itn the state 
of Georgia outside of the jobber who 
handied the manufactured product of 
Pittsburg would profit one cent, be- 
cause, when the change in rate should 
be figured out and applied te the in- 
Gividual article handed to a customier 
over a counter, the difference would be 
SO small that the change could not be 
made, and yet the aggregate result 
to the bene 
jobbers would amount to cath aoe 
sum. Not an item of special iron 
would be sold any cheaper to any 
Georgia consumer by reason of the re- 
duction of the rate from 23 cents to 13 
cents per hundred pounds On special 
— from 2 ilo eg to Atlanta. 
mn consideration of this ques 

the matter before the Georgia aa 
commission, beyond the nominal ques- 
tion of dealing with a single rate, is 
the question of establishing a policy: 
if, where railroads have, by making 
special rates, outward, for manufac- 
tured products, have established low 
rates, with a view of building up the 
country and building up their own 
business, if they are to be penalized by 
having the same rates forcéd upon 
them in opposite directions, then it 
would be equivalent to Serving notice 
on the railroads that in the future 
they had better not give any friendly 
aid to any manufacturer who might 
roe to establish business on their 
ne. 

“Once establish the proposition that 
rates must be the same in both di{rec- 
tions, apply that to intrastate and 
interstate rates, and every manufactur- 
ing enterprise in Georgia would re- 
ceive its death blow. The legend 
‘made in Atlanta’ wéuld pass away, for 
neither Atlanta manufacturers, nor 
manufacturers at any other point in 
Georgia, could survive the application 
of such a principle. The railroad com- 
mission of Georgia can only make 
maximum rates; the railroads make. 
special rates to meet e interests of 
the people. Apply the principle of 
equality in both directions, and there 
never would, or could be, other special 
rates made in Georgia. 

“For these reasons, and others of 
the same character, I am constrained 
to vote against the petition of the 
Beck & Gregg Hardware Company. 

“S. G. M'LENDON,

Vr. Candler’s Dissent. 

Hon. C. Murphy Candler, in 
ing a dissenting opinion, says: 

“It is with deep regret that I find 
myself compelled to differ with a ma- 
jority of the commission in their de- 
cision to decline any favorable action 
on this petition. 

“The weight to which their collective 
judgment on a subject of this impor- 
tance is entitled, as well as the 
strength of my own conviction, seems 
to demand that I spread on the ree- 
ords of the commission ‘the grounds 
of my dissent from their decision. 


Statement of Facts. 
“The existing carload rate on ‘spe- 
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cial iron’ articles from Savannah and] 
Brunswick to Atlanta, is 28 cents per 

00 pounds. 

“Both of these rates were voluntarily 
established by the carriers. 

“The ‘special iron’ class includes 
such articles as Wire nails, woven 
fence wire, horseshoes, castings for 
hay presses, Wagon and carriage axles, 
car wheels and axles, boiler, bar and 
band iron, bridge, pig, scrap and hoop 
iron, spikes, bolts, wagon tires, etc. 

“Collaterally, this eonsidefation § in- 
volves. the rates from the same ports 
to Cartersville, Dalton and Rome, 26 
cents; Athens, Amefiéus, Columbia, 
Dawson, Griffin and LaGrange, 23 
cents; Dublin, Hawkinsville and Ma- 
con, 21 cerits; Albany, Cordele, Moul- 
trie, Quitman and Thomasville, 20 
cents; and other comnmion points in 
Georgia, with similarly constructed 
rates on special iron articles. 

‘This commission fixes maximum 
rates. On articles of this class such a 
rate has heretofore been fixed by the 
commission. The rates complained of 
are less than the maximum rate fixed 
by the commission. The carriers made 
the reduction; fixed the lower rates, 
and it is not a violent presumption 
that they htive not fixed them too low. 

“The general rule is that a rate 
should fairly represent the cost and 
the value of the service rendered 
(Smith v. Ames, 169 U. 8. p. 647). 

“In his testimony before the com- 
mission Mr, Winburn, vice president 
of the Central railroad, admitted that 
there was profit in the 13-cent rate. 

‘Mr. Northrop, in his brief, says, 
‘There is and ought to be some profit’ 
in it, but explains that the profit Mr. 
Winburn meant was profit above the 
cost of ‘movement,’ and that he did 
not mean to include in his admission 
‘a profit on the investment, value of 
roadbed, etc.,’ and doubtless this is 4 
correct interpretation of Mr. Winburn’s 
meaning. 

“If 13 cents per 100 pounds on ‘spe- 
cial iron’ articles pays its pro rata of 
the operating expenses of the Central 
railroad, and a surplus profit thereon, 
it must follow that a rate of 10 cents 
per 100 pounds in excess of that rate 
is more than fairly compensatory 
and relatively higher than the av- 
erage rates which go to pay such ex- 
penses. 

“The fact that the same carriers ex- 
act only 13 cents in the reverse direc- 
tion for the same service, and that 
this charge was voluntarily establish- 
ed by the carriers, it is contended by 
petitioners constitutes.a strong clir- 
c<umstance to be considered in passing 
upon the reasonableness of 23 cents 
in the opposite direction. 

“As earlier indicated in this opinion, 
I concur in this view, dam strongly 
convinced that the burden of explana- 
tion falls upon the carriers. 

“Mr. Northrop, to show ‘the absolute 
worthlessness of such statistics as 
throwing any light on the reasonable- 
ness or discriminatory character of a 
rate, to use his language, fille page 
after page of his brief with extracts 
from a brief of Mr. Baxter in the case 
of the I. C. C. v. Clyde 8. 8. Cé. 

“Mr. Northrop overlooked the follow- 
ing deliverance of the supreme court 
of the United States on the value of 
average per ton per mile rates in con- 
sidering the reasonableness of a given 
rate, in 8S. A. L, Ry. v. Fla, ex rel Ellis, 
(203 U. 8S. 26P): 

“*Further, when we tufn to the re- 
port of the railroad company (which, 
of course, is evidence against it) we 
find that the company’s average 
freight receipt per ton per mile in the 
state of Florida was 8-15 100 mills; so 
that the rate authorized for phos- 
phates was nearly two mills per ton 
larger than such average. Under these 
circumstances it is impossible to say 
that there was error in the conclusions 
of the supreme court of the state and 
its judgments are affirmed.’” 


Commissioner Hill’s Views. 


Commissioner H. Warner Hill, in 
the course of an opinion sustaining the 
inajority contention, said: 

“The ‘port rate’ question is one that 
has been agitated in this state for a 
number of years. This is the third, 
perhaps fourth, time that the writer 
has been called on to pass officially 
upon this precise question, and yet he 
can ™ay of a truth, that he has en- 
tered this last investigation with an 
open mind; with the sole purpose of 
ascertaining where the justice and 
truth of the situation is, and to that 
end he has carefully avoided -referring 
to the case as brought and developed 
on this hearing alone. 

“Unfortunately this has been made a 
political, rather than a business, ques- 
tion in Georgia. I do not mean that 
it has entered this tribunal, for it has 
not. But the sole question to be, and 
will be, determined here is, are the 
rates asked for by the complainants 
‘just and reasonable’ in and of them- 
Selves? or are the prevailing rates 
unduly or unjustly discriminatory? In 
considering these questions we will 
treat both rates asked for together, as 
the same principle underlies them both. 
It is needless for me to say that I have 
given this question a great deal of 
thought and consideration. And it is a 
matter of profound regret that I can- 
not bring myself to agree with those 
whose opinions, interests and honesty 
I respect, but after a thoughtful study 
of this question, and an honest en- 
deavor to find the truth, and do equity 
and justice to all alike, my mind in- 
variably reaches the same conclusion. 
The question is not without its diffi- 
culties, and yet the fact that my mind 
always reaches the same decision, sat- 
isfies me of the correctness of my con- 
clusion. In view, therefore, of the rec- 
ord in this case, I feel constrained to 
hold that the prayer of complainants 
should be denied for the following rea- 
song briefly stated: 

“To grant complainants’ prayer, and 
give the reduced rate in Atlanta alone, 
would, in my judgment, be to discrimi- 
nate in favor of Atlanta as against 
other Georgia cities. It is but fair to 
complainants, however, to say, that 
they are willing for relative reductions 
to be made to other Georgia cities. 
But the objéction to this is two-fold. 

“First. If a relative reduction is 
made to other Georgia cities, then At- 
lanta is left in the same relative posi- 
tion she is in now, and would not be 
benefited, so far as such other cities 
are concerned, , 

“Second. If the same relative reduc- 
tions in rates are made to other Geor- 
gia cities as to Atlanta, the ultimate 
effect on the railroads of the state, 
would, in my judgment, be disastrous. 
if reductions are made on iron articles 
and coffee as prayed for, then in jus- 
tice to other interests, like reductions 
should be made on other commodities, 
and where the end would be, no one 
Knows. We probably do know. what 
the end of the carriers would be’ 

“This case is but the entering wedge. 
It is well known that this commission 
just a few years ago made a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent on certain com- 
modities of the commission’s ‘standard 
tariff,” and those reduced rates were 
enjoined by the courts, and the com- 
mission today is prevented by that very 
injunction from putting these tates 
into effect; these cases are now pend- 
ing in court, and pending the trial of! 
those cases, it would be unwise to 
make further reductions until the 
courts have determined whether those 
rates are just and reasonable, espe- 
cially as one of the main grounds for 
the injunctio# was that it would re- 
duce the revenue of the roads so great- 
ly as to amount to a confiscation of 
the railroads’ property. 

“In 19056, through the instrumentality 
of this commission, the rates were re- 
duced on the very special iron articles 
mentioned in this complaint from Sa 
vannah and Brunswick to Atlanta. Un- 
til that-time the rate had been 25 
cents per hundred unds, but the 
rate was reduced to 33 cents, It is a 
well settled principle in rate-making, 
and is sanctioned by the highest trib- 
unals in the land. The interstate com- 
merce commission has ruled upon this 


the principle that circtamstances 
justify charging a lower rate i 
direction than in the reverse 
rection. That tribunal says: 
ct that a rate over a road or line {fn 
née direction is materially higher than 
a rate on the same class of traffic over 
the same road or line. and between the 
same points in the opposite direétion 
does not, as in case of hauls over the 
same line in the same direction, estab- 
lish prima facie the unr nableness 
of the higher rate. (9 1.C.C. R., 642-646.) 


Judge Hillyer’s Views,

* “The wisdom of these policies as 
expressed by the whole commission 
in its last annual report, and consis- 
tently adhered, to has been vindicated 
the facts. The panic is now vir- 
tually a thing of the past, and no evi- 
dence or arguments based on strin- 
gency of the times has been, so far, 
as I can recall, seriously or effectually 
argued in the cases before us. 

“If the rates complained of on spec- 
ial iron and coffee are unreasonably 
high, it is as much fit and proper that 
the evil be dealt with and corrected 
how as it ever has been or ever will 


be. 


Revenue Above Average. 


“Without stopping to run the matter 
out into fractions, the evidence shows | 
that a rate !3 cents per hundred 
pounds between Atlanta and Savannah 
yields more than the average revenue 
per car mile; the rate complained of, 
namely, 23 cents per hundred pounds, 
is approximately three times as much 
as the average. These figures, alone, 
and without more unrebutted and un- 
explained satisfactorily, would, in the 
light of reason and experience, be suf- 
ficient in my judgment to carry the 
case in favor of the petitioners, not 
to the full extent, but for part of the 
relief prayed for. This touches merely 
a part, though the only part of the 
evidence which I wished to emphasize 
separately. 

“t fad contemplated that immediate- 
ly after the cases are decided, I would 
write out an opinion of my own in 
full. as our rules allow, but on hear- 
ing the presentation of the case, in the 
written opinion of Commissioner 
Candler, previously prepared by him, 
candidly I do not think I could improve 
upon it. To save repetition, I adopt 
and concur in that opinion. 

“T will only add that this is a matter 
which, as petitioners themselves say, 
by no means affects Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah only. It concerns the whole 
state. Men made the railroads, but 
God made the ocean and the people; 
and they should have the benefit of 
living near lk. Whatever reduction 
or order we make, or is ever made on 
the subject, should have its benefits 
spread out and made to apply every- 
where and to the whole state; and 
I would never sanction any provision 
or order which does not do so, but 
whatever is'done should be moderate, 
conservative and just.
